IV.—Native STATES. 


8. The Dainik-o-Samachdr Chandritg 
of the 4th November, has the following :— , 

The English Government is the sun, and the Native States are, as jt 
were, its planets and satellites. The destruction of the central body yill 
inevitably lead to the destruction of the other bodies which are its depen. 
dents, and this fact alone is enough to secure to the paramount power 
the sympathy of the Native States in India. But this sympathy is not 
reciprocated by the paramount power, perhaps because it thinks that any 
decline of the Native States will not injure it in any way. Fora short 
period after the stormy days of the Sepoy Mutiny the English rulers of 
India followed a policy of sympathy and friendship towards the Native States. 
Lord Canning was the first to adopt this wholesome policy, and advised all 
future rulers of India to follow in his footsteps. But gradually the Govern- 
ment has abandoned that line of action and returned to its former policy 
of repression—the policy of highhandedness favoured by Lord Dalhousie, 
True, the Government of India still professes love and friendship for the 
native chiefs, but its practice does not correspond to its professions. 4s 
the native rulers can see through this duplicity on the part of the English 
Government, its present policy must be pronounced a failure. The native 
rulers nevertheless regard the English with sincere feelings of friendship, 
and it will be the fault of the Government itself if it alienates the feelings 
of such friends. No doubt the English have power, but that power should 
not be exercised, at every step for good or for evil. 

All the Native States are now virtually governed by the Political Agents. 
The system of retaining Political Agents in the Native States was originally 
introduced with the view of strengthening the friendly relations between 
those states and the Supreme Government, but everybody knows what 
disastrous consequences the system has produced. The Griffins and the 
Henveys of Central India and the Plowdens and the Nisbets of Cashmere 
are all cast in the same mould and follow the self-same policy. 

Government needs hardly to be reminded that love and friendship are 
feelings which cannot last without reciprocation, and that if it wants the 
Native States to continue its allies, it should return their love and friendship. 
Even a child cannot always be kept in check by a show of power, aud 
certainly the native princes of India are not so many children. 

9. The Daintk-o-Samdchdr Chandrikd, of the 5th November, says 
that the Queen of England is an Empress 
solely on account of her Indian possessions; 
and, in fact, she is the only ruler now living who can be properly called 
an Empress, for it is she only who wields her power over hundreds of king’. 
Is it not, therefore, desirable that the representatives of Her Majesty 10 
India should do their best to keep her subject kings contented with her 
rule? But, unfortunately, the Government, whilst professing friendship 
for the native rulers, yet oppose their interests at every turn, These native

Government and the Native States, 
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rulers are no children to be humoured by sweet words only. The Govern- 
ment should prove its friendship for. them by deeds and not by words of 
mouth merely. The Cashmere policy of Government has alarmed the 
fondatory chiefs of India. The conduct of Sir Lepel Griffin and Mr. Henvey 
has also spread discontent throughout the Native States. It is true the 
native chiefs have not yet openly expressed their dissatisfaction, but the 
British Govenrment should not rely on their professions of loyalty so long as 
the causes Of their discontent are not removed. However weak and incapable 


they may be, they have still sufficient power left to cause at least some 
trouble to the powerful British Government. 


V.—PROSPECTS OF THE CROPS AND CONDITION OF THE PEOPLE.

submerged. The condition of the men and cattle in the villages is 
miserable in the extreme. Poor people cannot procure two meals per day. 
Prices of things have gone up, kitchen vegitables are almost gone, and 
coarse rice is selling at Rs. 2-8 per maund. Villages within the jurisdiction 
of the Santipur thana alone have received an aid of Rs. 30 from the 
Deputy Magistrate of Ranaghat. Baboo Kartik Chunder Das, Honorary 
Magistrate, who came to distribute this aid, could not restrain his tears 
when he saw the condition of the people. They asked for loans to con- 
struct their huts which have been washed away by the floods, but this has 
been refused them by the authorities. No respectable villagers took the 
handfuls of rice and the pinches of salt which were offered them by 
Government through Kartik Baboo. Sir Steuart Bayley is asked to order 
the construction of a railway line from Ranaghat to Gaya for the benefit 
of the starving people in the Ranaghat sub-division. 
ll. The Dainik-o-Samdchar Chandrika, of the 6th November, can 
: hardly believe the statement that the rivers of 
Boars nc olin Hy Es aay f Bengal are not embanked by the Government 
for want of funds. The Government that 
can spend crores of rupees on the Kidderpore docks, and crores more upon 
defence works on the north-west frontier, can surely find money to protect 
the life and property of its subjects from the annual inundations of rivers, 
if it has the mind to do so. But as itis only the interests of the native 
subjects that are at stake, and not the interests of the British merchants 
orthe British public, the English rulers can well manage to be indifferent 
in the matter. 


VI.—MIscELLANEOUS. 


12. The Gauhar, of the 20th October, says that the conduct of 
Government in regard to the income-tax 
has shaken the confidence of the people in its 
truthfulness. The tax was originally imposed avowedly as a temporary device 
to raise funds to meet an unforeseen contigency, but Government has since 
broken its promise and made the tax a permanent burden on the people.
